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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 10/31/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. On page 12 of the remark, applicant argues Ohta et al fail to teach detecting 
separators by detecting two consecutive scene changes. 

3. Ohta et al teach the scene change detector 15 identifies a scene change point 
(or scene change frame) as "1" as shown in figure 11, column 9, lines 5-14. The 
commercial candidate segment detector 16 uses at least two successive "1" to creates 
a scene change segment (scene change segments 1 to 10 in figure 12), as taught in 
figure 12 A-C and column 9, lines 22-38, wherein the "scene change segment" 
corresponds to the "separator" and the tow boundaries of the "scene change segment" 
corresponds to the at least "two consecutive scene changes". Figures 14 (B) and (C) 
also shows that the scene change segments 0, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6,7, 8, 9 and 10 are defined 
by "at least two consecutive scene changes". For example, segment number 0 has 
three consecutive scene changes including the beginning and the end scene change 
points, and segment number 5 also has three scene changes points. 

4. On page of the remark, applicant argues Ohta et al and Christopher et al fail to 
teach "determining the beginning and ending of a commercial break among said 
plurality of separators by comparing a gap between said plurality of separators." 
This limitation is only recited in claims 1 and 7. 

5. Ohta et al teach, in column 10, lines 8-29 and figure 14, using integer multiple of 
15 seconds of consecutive "scene change segments" to determine commercial break, 
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wherein, in figure 14 (G), the beginning of the commercial break is between the scene 
change segments number 0 and 1 and the ending of her commercial break is between 
the scene change segments number 4 and 5. Ohta et al compares the interval of "scene 
change segments" 1, 2, 3 and 4 with "integer multiple of 15 seconds" in figure 14 C, 
wherein "scene change segments" 1, 2, 3 and 4 corresponds to "a gap" between scene 
segments 0 and 5, and "integer multiple of 15 seconds" corresponds to the "threshold 
value"
